HEREAS  the  provifions  contained  in  a  certain  Aft  of  the  Parliament  of  ijjjgfc 
this  Province,  pafied  in  the  thirty-third  year  of  Your  Majefty's  Reign,  intituled, 
V  An  Aft  to  eftabliih  a  further  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  falaries  of  the  Officers 
"  of  the  Legifhtive  Council  and  Houfe  of  Aftembly,  and  for  defraying  the  con- 
"  lingeot  expences  thereof ;"  in  fo  far  as  the  fame  did  extend  to  perfons  retailing- 
Spirituous  Liquors,   or  Wines,  in  Jefs  quantities  than  three  gallons,  but  nc 
keeping  a  Houfe  of  Public  Entertainment,  are  expired  :  We  Your  Majefty's  mod 
dutiful  and  Loyal  Subjefts,  the  Reprefentatives  of  the  People  of  the  Province  of 
Upper-Canada,  in  Parliament  aftembled,  do  mod  humbly  befeech  Your  MajePty 
that  it  may  be  enafted,  and  be  it  enafted  by  the  King's  mod  excellent  Majefty,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  content  of  the  Lcgtfbtive  Council  and  Affenibly  of  the 
Province  of  Upper  Canada,  conftituted  and  affembled  by  virtue  of  and  under  the 
authority  of  an  Aft  parted  in  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  intituied,  *'  An 
*•  Aft  to  repeal  certain  parts  of  an  Aft,  parted  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  His  Ma- 
14  jefty's  Reign,  intituled,  •*  An  Aft  for  making  more  effectual  provifion  for  the 
11  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  in  North  America,  and  to  make  fur- 
"  ther  provifion  for  the  Government  of  the  laid  Province,"  :tnd  by  the  authority 
of  the  fame,  That  from  and  after  the  fifth  day  of  Auguft  in  this  prefent  year,  and  After>  &c-  ™t 
from  and  af'er  the  fifth  day  of  April  in  every  year  enfuing,  every  Shop-keeper,  or  perfon  to  i'efl 
other  perfon  whatloever,  who  fhall  fell  or  vend  any  Wine,  Brandy,  Rum,  or  other  lefs  th.an  3  g^- 
Spirituous  Liquor,  in  lefs  quantity  at  any  one  time  than  three  gallons,  {hall  be  j.™sC(Tlchoutl1" 
poltefted  of  a  Licence  for  that  purpote,  whether  he  or  fhe  does  keep  a  Houfe  of 
Public  Entertainment,  or  does  not  ;  which  Licence  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Perfon  Adminiftering  the  Government,  ■  ^° licence.0 
by  or  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Province,  or  other  perfon  or  perfons  whom  he  ° 
fhall  authorize  to  iffue  the  fame,  to  grant  upon  payment  of  the  like  rates,  duties 
and  fees,  as  by  law  are  now  paid  by  any  perfon  Licenced  to  keep  a  Houfe  of  Pub- 
lic Entertainment,  for  his  or  her  Licence  fo  to  do  :  luch  rates  and  duties  to  be  col-  Ratej  an(j  ^ 
left:d,  paid  and  applied  in  like  manner  and  form,  and  to  the  fame  ufes,  as  by  the  ties  how  cat. 
herein  before  recited  Aft  of  the  Parliament  of  this  Province  is  direfted  ;  And  if  kaed»  &c* 
any  perfon  (hall  at  any  time  after  the  time  or  times  refpeftively  herein  fpecified  and 
limited,  fell  or  vend  any  Wine,  Rum,  Brandy,  or  other  Spirituous  Liquor,  in  in^whhouflu 
lefs  quantity  than  three  gallons,  not  being  poffefted  as  aforefaid,  of  a  Licence  '"end'  °U 
for  that  purpote,  ?nd  (hall  be  thereof  convifted  in  manner  and  form  let  forth  by  a 
certain  Aft  of  the  Parliament  of  this  Province,  intituled,  44  An  Aft  for  regulating 
the  manner  of  Licencing  Public  Houfes,  and  for  the  more  eafy  convifting  of 
"  perfons  felling  Spirituous  Liquors  without  Licence,"  he  or  fhe  lhall  forfeit  and 
p.ty  the  futn  of  twenty  pounds  ;  a  moiety  whereof  (hall  be  paid  to  the  informer,   penaity,  f.o* 
and  the  other  moiety  fhall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  His  Majefty's  Receiver  Ge-  to  be  applied, 
netal,  to  and  for  the  ute  of  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  and  towards 
the  fupport  of  the  Government  of  this  Province,  to  be  accounted  for  to  His  Ma- 
jefty, through  the  Commiflioners  of  His  Majefty's  Treafury  for  the  time  being,  in 
iuch  manner  and  form  as  it  {hall  pleafe  His  Majefty  to  direft, 
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Secretary  to  jj.  And  whereas  unneceffary  delay  in  accounting  to  the  Provincial  Treafurer, 
w^cl'intwith^  for  the  Revenue,  may  be  detrimental  to  the  fame,  Beit  therefore  enafted  by  the 
bmdej  authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Province  (hall  ufe  efficient  means 

of  compelling  all  perfons  employed  by  or  under  him,  as  his  Agents  or  Deputies, 
in  receiving  and  collefting  the  Duties  impofed  by  virtue  of  this  Aft,  or  by  virtue 
of  an}  other  Aft  or  Afts  of  the  Parliament  of  this  Province,  to  tranfmit  to  him, 
from  time  to  time,  without  delay,  all  luch  monies  as  they  (hall  fo  receive  andcol- 
s        -to a-  '  anc*  t^,at  t^ie  *a'c'  Secretary  of  the  Province,  {ball  pay  into  the  hands  of  the 

cfunt  to  the"  faid  Provincial  Treafurer,  all  monies  which  he  fhall  from  time  to  time  fo  receive, 
Treafurejwith-  or  otherwife  collect  as  Duties  impofed  by  this  Aft,  or  by  any  other  Aft  or  Afts  of 
inone  month.         parliament  of  this  Province,  within  one  calendar  month  after  he  fhall  have  re- 
ceived or  collected  the  fame,  any  Aft,  Law  or  Ufage  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
ftanding.
